MUSSOORIE, India (AP)— 
The Dalai Lama said Wednesday 
he stood by his statement Satur- 
day cenouncing Chinese Com- 
munist rule in Tibet, 


The Tibetan religious and poll- 
tical leader denied a Peiping 
charge he was not responsible 
for the statement released at 
Tezpur, India. 

A statement, released Wednes- 
day by two of the Dalai Lama's 
spokesmen, said “on April 18 I 
issued a statement at Tezpur. 
I did not wish to follow it up 
with another statement at this 
stage. However, I have seen a 
New China News Agency report 
implying that I was not respon- 
sible for this earlier statement. 
I wish to make it clear that the 
earlier statement was issued 
under my authority and indi- 
cated my views and I stand by 


it. 

“I am making this brief state- 
ment to correct the wrong im- 
pression created by the New 
China News Agency report and 
do not propose to state anything 
more st present.” 

Wednesday's statement was 
read to about 50 pressmen in 
this North India hill station, 
where the Dalai Lama is living 
in exile, by two members of 
his party—Surkhang Rimsha 
Tobegey and Khenchung Tara.

BONN (AP)—Herbert Bilan- 
kenhorn, West German ambas- 
sador to France, was convicted 
Wednesday of slandering a less 
er official and given a four- 
month suspended prison sen- 
tence. 


A Bonn court acquitted Wal- 
ter Hallstein, president of the 
Furopean Common Market Com- 
mission, of the same charge. 

Both men are intimates of 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer as 
Well as being in the front rank 
of West Germany's diplomatic 
service. The guilty verdict cast 
a shadow over Blankenhorn’s 
future career, but he is expect- 
ed to appeal the case to the 
Federal Appeals Court.

One hundred years ago 
the evening of Sept. 3, 1859, the 
little 700-ton steamer Azof sal 
ed into Nagasaki. This ship, 
the first P & O vessel ever to 
visit Japan, hed left Shanghai 
four days earlier bound for a 
land which was then almost un- 
known to Western civilization. 

Japan had been closed to the 
Western world since 1623. On 
the Dutch traded with her and 
that on a limited scale. To 
early visitors the country was 
a revelation. 


Everything was novel—from 
the domestic furniture consist- 
ing. of only a few fine pleces 
of lacquer ware, to the costumes 
of both sexes so graceful in line 
and rich in color. The men 
were good humored and polite 
and the women charming in 
their ways. Their language 
had a musical tone. To Western 
eves Japan appeared as a land 
of enchantment, and closer 
knowledge revealed highly de- 
veloped arts and a complex so- 
cial system. 


It was soon to have a more 


practical value. On behalf of 
Britain Lord Elgin signed a 
trade agreement with the Japa- 
nese Government, and Naga- 
saki, situated In one of the most 
beautiful bays in the world and 
dominated by precipitous cliffs, 
was thrown open to commerce. 
The company's first office in 
Japan was opened at No. 14 
Yamashitacho, Naka-ku, in Yo- 
kohama on July 11, 1866. That 
was about 100 yards from the

The whole idea behind the 
follow-through is to allow a 
free, unrestricted finish to 
your swing, without cutting, 
it down or pinching it off in 
any way. 

The correct follow-through 
is allowing the clubhead to 
follow out after the ball in 
a high, wide and eful 
arc. The centrifugal force 
of your swing pulls your body 
around after it. Thus, at this 


point, for the first time in 
your swing, your body (ac- 
tually your head and should- 
ers) moves horizontally, in- 
stead of just rotating in the 
same plane.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Japan’s 
economy is entering a bright 
new phase and is ted to 
hit new heights in trade with 
the Free World, a Japanese busi- 
ness leader said Tuesday. 

Keizo Shibusawa, head of the 
Japanese delegation to the 17th 
congress of the International 
Chamber of Commerce, also said 
Japanese businessmen tend to 
blame Communist China and not 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi 
for the present total suspension 
of trade between the two coun- 
tries.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower is 
expected to receive within a 
montn a recommendation on a 
proposal to curb imports of 
hardwood plywood.

Resignation of Dulles, Rift in Alliance Draw Major Attention 


The resignation of John Fos- 
ter Dulles, disunity in the Wes- 
tern alliance, and the possibili- 
ty of an international “rule of 
.law’’—these were the questions 
in the spotlight last week. 


The Secretary Resigns 

The resignation of Dulles, 
while not entirely unexpected, 
was the cause of general regret. 
Columnists and editorials, a.. 
most without exception, paid 
tribute to the Secretary of State 
for his fortitude of character, 
his insight into the complexities 
of world affairs, and his pre- 
dominant role in the leadership 
of the West. There was agree- 
ment that no one, in the fore 
seeable future, could duplicate 
his unprecedented personal as- 
cendancy over the formation and 
administration of US. foreign 
policy. But opinions differed on 
the success of his policies and 
on the effects of his retirement. 


James Reston of the New 
York Times wrote that a major 
foundation of Dulles’ policies 
has been his belief that no 
power would risk general war 
with the West if the U.S. gave 
advance notice of its ability and 
willingness to meet aggression 
with force of arms. 

In accord with this precept, 
and to the discomfiture of the 
other allies, he consistently 
warned the Communists that 
military action against areas re- 
garded as vital to U.S. securi- 
ty would lead to war. This 

of confronting the ene- 
my with stern alternatives — 
what has been called ‘brink- 
manship,’” is linked to the Sec- 
retary's convictions that, if the 
West could prevent war, the 
internal pressures and contra- 
dictions within the Communist 
states would lead to their disin- 
tegration. This may yet prove 
correct, but the Communist 
states have become, if anything, 
even stronger since Mr. Dulles

Walter in the New 
York Herald Tribune, warned 
against those who will falsely 
invoke the name of Mr. Dulles 
against any Western attempt to 
work out a modus vivendi in 
Germany. We should bear in 
mind that “if Mr. Dulles were 
able to conduct the coming 
negotiations, he would not and 
could not stand pat on all of the 
old formulae. While he was still 
active he said as much.” And 
while it is impossible for any- 
one to perform the part Dulles 
has played in the Eisenhower 
Administration, “there is every 
reason ‘to believe that Mr. Her- 
ter is highly qualified for the 
office.” 


Joseph Alsop, in the Washing- 
ton Post and Times Heraid, 
termed the resignation “a great 
misfortune for the Western al. 
lies,” “the loss of the greatest 
single element of strength in 
the Eisenhower Administration, 
and the departure from the 
stage of the one Western leader 
whose knowledge and authority 
could not be challenged, even 
by his most bitter enemies.” 
Dulles’ retirement, added to 
Adenauers recent move, con- 
stitutes the beginning of the 
end of an era dominated by men 
who came of age during World 
War I. The last years of this 
era have been almost barren of 
“seminal and fresh ideas” to 
cope with the momentous upset 
of the global balance of power 
caused by the growth of Soviet 
Russia and the upheavals in the 
ex-colonial areas.

Disunity in Alliance 


The apparent rift between the 
British and the FrancoGerman 
attitudes toward negotiation 
with Nikita Khrushchev led to 
considerable comment. Al- 
though the precise positions of 
the various Western govern- 
ments are still not known in 
detail, speculation continued to 
ascribe a “soft” or “flexible” 
policy to the Macmillan Govern- 
ment and “firm” or “rigid” 
policies to the continental al- 
lies. The U.S. was criticized by 
some for fence straddling fail- 
ing to provide the leadership 
needed to unify the West in 
its crucial diplomatic engage 
ments with the Soviet Union. 

Walter Lippmann declared 
that the Allies are “not ready for 
serious negotiations at the level 
of the Foreign Ministers or at 
the summit.” Yet they must 
negotiate, or Khrushchev will 
most likely act to their detri- 
ment by signing a peace treaty 
with East Germany, thereby 
sealing the partition and de- 
priving West Berlin of a secure 
future and West Germany of 
the hope that the West can 
unite the country. 


“The basic reason why the Proposed 


Western Powers are not now 
ready for serious negotiations 
is that they are faced with an 
ugly reality—the partition of 
Germany—and they have not 
yet been able to adjust their 
policies and their internal poll- 
tics to this ugly fact.” 


Lippmann stated that the un- 
ty of the Western alliance on a 
firm policy which is negotiable” 
depends on the United States. 
The other Allies cannot achieve 
this unity among themselves, 
and when British, French, and 
German leaders “are candid, 
they are at one in saying that 
there will be no Western poll- 
cy unless and until Washington 
peaks again in a clear and con- 
fident voice.” 


The Washington Star’s politi- 
cal analyst, Constantine Brown, 
believed that the reason for the 
definite breach in relations” 
between Britain and the Franco 
German axis is “that the British 
continue, as they have done 
since the end of World War I, 
to believe in negotiations and 
compromises with totalitarian 
regimes.” Paris, Bonn and 
Rome, with the support of most 
smaller European ‘countries, 
“believe that negotiations with 
Russia must be carried out from 
strength and any indication of 
faltering or wanting to buy off 
the Kremlin would be fatal to 
the Free World.. The U.S. is 
“caught in the middle.“ since 
it actually shares the attitude of 
the continental Allies but does 
not want to seem to have aban- 
doned “our British friends.” 


Brown added that British dip- 
lomacy is being guided not by 
fear of war but by the opinion 
of its political and economic 
leaders “that the destiny of the 
island kingdom may have to de- 
pend on outlets (for its indus- 
trial production) in the coun- 
tries behind the Iron Cur 
tain...” 


Erwin Canham, editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor, while 
maintaining that there is no 
basic cleavage between the 
Western Powers, said that “be 
tween Bonn and London there 
is now crystallizing a degree of 
emotional and directional mis 
understanding which could do 
great harm.” 


The resurgence of Germany 
as an economic rival and as a 
——, military power is not 


a welcome to Britain, 
and the Labor Party and part of 
the Conservative Party share the 
Russian fear of a rearmed 
Reich. The current British pro- 
gram for Germany is believed 
to include a new status for Ber- 
lin guaranteed by the U. N., con- 
trolled arms limitation in Cen- 
tral Europe, and a recognition

The Iron Chancellor of Bonn 
and the practical idealist of 
Paris are close together,” said 
Canham, in sticking to the posi- 
tion of reunifying and arming 
Germany.

In the view of C. L. Sulzberger 
of the New York Times, the 
Bonn-London split is connected 
with the commercial dispute 
over the European Common Mar- 
ket, which works to the detri- 
ment of British exports. London 
favors a wider free trade area, 
and in this she has the sup 
port of Canada, Denmark, Nor- 
way, and powerful interests in 
other continental nations, in- 
cluding West Germany. The 
Common Market is now being 
held together by politics, not 
economics. “Adenauer, who isn't 
particularly interested in eco 
nomics, is determined to retain 
the closest possible association 
with France even if he has to 
pay for this with commercial 
sacrifices.” 


A Rule of Law 
Vice President Nixon’s unoffi- 
cial, “trial balloon” ls 


for strengthening the Interna- 
tional Court of Justice caused 
generally favorable comment. 
As pointed out in an editorial 
in the New York Times, Nixon 
“to elevate the Inter- 
national Court of Justice at The 
Hague to a real Supreme Court 
of the World with far wider 
jurisdiction and employment in 
international disputes and with 
the power to make binding de- 
cisions, especially in cases in- 
volving differing interpretations 
of international treaties and 
agreements that have been a 
dominant element in the conflict 
between the Free World and the 
Communist bloc.“ 


Under the plan, all future in- 
ternational agreements would 
include a clause providing for 
submission to the court of dis- 
putes over the treaty’s interpre- 
tation and containing a pledge 
by the signatory powers that 
the court's decision would be 
binding.
